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MILLENNIAL WOMEN ARE LIVING WITH MOM AND DAD IN RECORD NUMBERS 


Not-so-empty nests

A lot of chicks just aren’t fleeing the nest. 

No, realty A recent study shows that a big- 
ger share of young women ages 18-34 are living 
at home with parents or relatives in numbers 
that haven’t been seen since the 1940s, ac- 
cording to a Pew Research Center analysis of 
U.S. Census Bureau data. 

Here’s what the analysis shows: These 
women are likely to be single, college educat- 
ed and rooming with Mom and Dad because 
of mounting student debt and/or feeling the 
post-recession hangover of either unemploy- 
ment or underemployment, according to the 
Pew analysis and experts. 

“"Young adults are taking longer to become 
independent and establish a household,” said 
Jean Twenge, author of “Generation Me,” 


a book on Millennials. “The idea that you 
should settle into a stable job, buy a house 
and get married has fallen out of style. More 
and more Millennials believe they should take 
their 20s to explore, and that can sometimes 
be economically hard to pull off, forcing them 
to live at home.” 

In 2014, 36.4 percent of young women were 
living with their parents or relatives, accord- 
ing to the Pew analysis released late last year. 
That surpasses the record high of 36.2 percent 
in 1940. 

Marriage typically nudges men and women 
out of their parents’ homes, but today many 
women are delaying marriage, which also con- 
tributes to them staying in the nest longer. In 
2013, 30 percent of young women were mar- 
ried, according to the analysis. That’s less than

half the number of women who were married 
in 1940. The typical woman began her first 
marriage at age 27 in 2014, while in 1940 it was 


around age 21, according to the analysis. 

Higher education also is playing a role. Sta- 
tistics show that college students are more 
likely to live with family than young adults 
who aren’t in college. In i960, only about 
5 percent of young women were college stu- 
dents, according to the analysis. Today about 
27 percent are enrolled in college. 

The percentage of men living at home is 
also on the rise. In fact, compared with wom- 
en, a larger share of men— 42.8 percent— were 
living at home in 2014, according to the Pew 
analysis. That’s still lower than the peak level 
in 1940, when 47.5 percent of 18- to 34-year- 
old men were living at home, according to the 
analysis.

Man builds igloo on 
downtown median

The mystery over who put up an igloo in the 

median of a busy downtown street has been 

solved. 

David Sudler, 58, said he’s the man behind 
the house made of ice blocks on Wacker 
Drive, about a block east of Michigan Av- 
enue. And he did it without any help, he said. 

Sudler, who lives in a nearby high-rise, used 
ice he cleared from the streets, sidewalks and 
intersections— where people could slip and 
fall— to build the igloo. In addition to help- 
ing out pedestrians, he said he also wanted to 
draw attention to the surrounding buildings 
and businesses that fail to clear the ice for pe- 
destrians. 

“I didn’t want people falling. I started 
chopping the ice up and decided to cut it into 
squares and rectangles. I’d move it at night 
when there was less traffic and it was safer,” 
Sudler said. “I sort of felt like an elf.” 

And yes, he enjoys creating a bit of a spec- 
tacle. 

“I like doing things that make people say, 
‘Ooooo, how did that happen? Where did 
that come from?’ ” Sudler said with a chuckle. 


Sudler, a retired boilermaker, began cutting 
and hauling the ice blocks to the intersection 
during the days and nights following New 
"Year’s Eve. When a picture of the igloo first 
surfaced Tuesday on Reddit, some speculated 
that it was the work of a homeless man, but 
Sudler confirmed that he lives in an apart- 
ment at Columbus and Wacker drives— the 
same intersection where the igloo went up. 

This week, passersby many of whom pulled 
out phones to get a picture, seemed intrigued 
by the igloo, which stood about 4 feet tall and 
could fit about two adults— sitting— comfort- 
ably One man said “Only in Chicago” as he 
shook his head, smiled and walked by the igloo. 

Just how long it will survive remains to be 
seen. 

It was still standing on Thursday afternoon, 
but temperatures were above freezing, and 
the mercury was expected to hit the low to 
mid 40s on Friday and Saturday according to 
the National Weather Service. 

The city of Chicago didn’t immediately 
respond when asked whether the igloo could 
remain on the median.

Many people seem to think Leonardo DiCaprio is a very strong bet to win Best Actor 
at this year’s Oscars (Feb. 28, hosted by Chris Rock) for his work in “The Revenant,” 
openingjan. 8. I’d agree. 


Of course, by now I think everyone knows that 
there are a lot of things that go into why people 
do or don’t win Oscars— it’s not just that the “best 
performance,” which of course is subjective anyway 
automatically wins and no external factors/politics/ 
nonsense come into play Don’t get me wrong: “The 
Revenant” is beautifully shot and very intense, and 
there’s nothing wrong with DiCaprio’s perfor- 
mance. Still, I’d argue that the most memorable 
stuff he does in the movie is convincingly making 
it look like he’s being attacked by a bear, which is 
no small feat but still not necessarily what normally 
would be considered award-winning. 

A lot of what’s fueling his buzz is that many think 
he’s due, and people frequently win for roles that 


aren’t necessarily their best, just recogni 
tion of their body of work as a whole 
(One of my favorites of his that wasn’t 
as acclaimed: “Catch Me IF¥ou Can.”) 
And this year is the rare year in which 
there are a ton of big-time female lead 
performances and few male lead per- 
formances stirring conversation, so 
DiCaprio’s risen to the top. But it’s 
worth looking at the others arguably 
in contention and why they won’t 
win, driving Leo to victory In no par- 
ticular order.

It's Leo Hi

Uh, a glimpse at some of my 
notes from the screening of 
“The Revenant” may indi- 
cate whether or not you have 
the stomach for this one: 
‘Arrow through throat!” 
“Surprised, knocked over, 
attacked, thrown around by 
bear.” 

“Shoulder like old, beaten- 
up baseball.” 

“Buffalo tart are, extra 
blood.” 

“Grab live fish and bite it!” 
So yeah. It’s an intense one, assumedly moved 
from a Christmas Day release date because some- 
thing about gaping throat wounds doesn’t scream 
“Happy holidays.” Both inspired by real events and 
partly taken from a novel, “The Revenant” subjects 
Leonardo DiCaprio to a 19th century wilderness 
survival gauntlet, which in no way looks fun to 
play but may win him an Oscar in a down year for 
leading male performances. He’s Glass, an expert 
traveler whose ability to do his job becomes just a 
bit hindered by the aforementioned bear assault. 
When Captain Henry (Domhnall Gleeson) entrusts 
Fitzgerald (Tom “Part of my acting style is mum- 
bling” Hardy), a man who’s already expressed disin- 
terest in Glass’ life, to stay back with the injured man 
and keep him alive as long as possible, the situation 
goes from really bad to, well ... no one will see this 
movie and wish to have been around in the 1820s. 

Clearly taking the wrong lesson from his Best Di- 
rector win for “Birdman,” director/co-writer Alejandro 
G. Inarritu insists on another restless camera in “The 
Revenant” whether scenes call for it or not. It makes 
battle scenes breathlessly urgent and many others 
distracted, the camera trying to serve as a character 
without capturing any particular point of view One 
shot seems to say “Let’s move down into the wa- 
ter— oops, no, that won’t work.” And the filmmaker’s 
too enamored with style to identify locations and 
proximity between them, important in what becomes 
a sprawling chase movie that seems allowed to impro- 
vise its geography Repetitive visions of the dead and 
mantras about resilience only add length, not depth. 
In beauty or brutality though, the 156 -minute 
“The Revenant” appears like a series of photo- 
graphs, a bit simple in the revenge-focused story 
department but visually rich and rarefy less 
than striking. While some interactions between 
Americans, Native Americans and Europeans 
are simplistic, this is a portrait of history as rough 
and dirty as Glass’ face. Germophobes, this is not 
your movie. 
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DiCaprio needs to stop yelling and start acting

When there’s a new 
Leonardo DiCaprio 
movie during awards 
season, the question 
is bound to be asked 
sooner or later: Is this 
the year Leo wins an 
Oscar? 

But perhaps the 
better question is: Is 
this the year Leo stops 
overacting and actu- 
ally deserves to win an 
Oscar (for “The Revenant,” opening Friday)? 

Before you pelt me with souvenir Oscar 
statues or burn me in effigy at your shrine 
dedicated to ’qos-heartthrob-era DiCaprio, 
hear me out. I’m not a DiCaprio hater. He’s 
an undeniable A-lister who’s starred in some 
of Hollywood’s biggest and most success- 
ful movies, and none of them are superhero 
movies— that in itself deserves some kind of 
prize. He anchored “Inception,” one of my fa- 
vorite movies. And the guy helps save whales! 

I want to be Team Leo. I really do. But every 
time I watch a movie of his, I feel like I’m 
watching Leonardo DiCaprio play the same 


person, only dressed differently Instead of 
embodying the characters, the characters end 
up embodying DiCaprio. From Jay Gatsby to 
J. Edgar Hoover to Jack Dawson, the charac- 
ters he plays are always intense but not in away 
that makes sense to each individual character. 
They’re all DiCaprio intense. For example: 

» The Man in the Iron Mask (1998): 17th- 
century French king DiCaprio puts his twin 
brother in an iron mask and tells him to 
“WEAR IT UNTIL YOU LOVE IT!” 

» The Aviator (2004): An OCD DiCaprio, 
long-haired and fully nude as Howard Hughes, 
says he “WON’T SELL TWA! I WON’T!” 

» The Departed (2006): Too many to count, 
but undercover cop DiCaprio with a Boston 
accent tells Matt Damon, “{BLEEP] YOU! 
{BLEEP} YOU! I’M {BLEEPJING 
ARRESTING YOU!” 

» Revolutionary Road (2008): 1950s subur- 
banite DiCaprio tells Kate Winslet she is an 
“EMPTY, EMPTY, HOLLOW SHELL OF 
AWOMAN!” 

» Shutter Island (2010): 1950s insane asylum 
inmate DiCaprio points a gun at Ben Kings- 
ley and tells him, “YOU’RE NOT GOING 


TO {BLEEP} WITH MY MIND ON THIS 
ONE, DOCTOR!” 

» Inception (2010): Dream-trapped DiCaprio 
tells Joseph Gordon-Levitt, “DON’T TELL 
ME TO CALM DOWN!” 

» J. Edgar (2011): FBI Director DiCaprio 
tells Armie Hammer to “GET A HOLD OF 
YOURSELF!” 

» Django Unchained (2012): Pre- Civil War 
DiCaprio with a goatee and Southern accent 
tells Jamie Foxx to “LAY YOUR PALMS 
FLAT ON THATTABLETOP!” 

» The Great Gatsby (2013): Roaring ’20s 
DiCaprio tells Joel Edgerton to “SHUT UP! 
SHUT UP! SHUT UP!” 

» The Wolf of Wall Street (2013): Almost too 
many to count, but douchey ’90s DiCaprio 
fights Jonah Hill while high on QUAALUDES. 

He’s just ... acting too hard. It’s like watch- 
ing an athlete compete during the Olympics, 
straining to reach the finish line, though in 
DiCaprio’s case it’s straining for that elusive 
Oscar. It’s blunt-force acting, with no subtle- 
ty or variation and too much yelling. Even if 
he’s in period costume or hiding behind some 
facial hair, he’s still actor Leonardo DiCaprio 


shouting at you from the screen. 

In the past 11 years, he’s been nominated for 
Best Actor three times and lost three times. 
The Academy is frequently criticized for its 
choices, but in DiCaprio’s case, I think it’s 
been right. “The Aviator,” “Blood Diamond,” 
“The Wolf ofWall Street” -change the 
setting and the costumes, and it’s DiCaprio 
pretending to be an extreme, passionate char- 
acter by doing lots and lots of yelling. 

I haven’t yet seen “The Revenant,” so it 
very well could be the movie in which he 
doesn’t crank the emoting and yelling and, 
for lack of a better word, acting to 11. But 
from what I’ve seen of the trailer, I’m going 
out on a limb to say nope, not this time. 

And again, I’m rooting for DiCaprio— 
rooting for him to pick a role that he won’t 
overact, a role that doesn’t include a freak- 
out/yelling scene, a role in which he will feel 
comfortable (or uncomfortable) enough to 
let himself fully disappear in it. I believe that 
role is out there, Leo. Maybe a superhero 
movie, after all? elise delos santos is redeye’s

‘Anomalisa’ is a lot more 
than an animated sex scene 



There’s no smoking 
in this Cincinnati cab, 
but there isn’t a “No 
smoking” sign, just 
one saying, “I have 
asthma.” In the hotel 
elevator, Michael 
(voiced by David Thewlis of “The Theory 
of Everything”) tells the bellhop his flight 
from L. A. wasn’t bumpy; on the phone with 
his wife he says it was. Out his hotel room 
window, Michael spots a man in 
a building across the street mas- 
turbating, but when the guy sees 
him watching, it’s Michael who 
recoils in embarrassment. 

What an unbelievable eye 
for observing human behavior 
in the acclaimed head of Charlie Kaufman 
(“Being John Malkovich,” ‘Adaptation”). 
‘Anomalisa,” a title that won’t seem unusual 
at all when you see the movie, is the writer’s 
first feature since 2008’s “Synecdoche, New 
York,” and he has the kind of style that I 


wonder how we made it this long without 
him. His new movie, co-directed with Duke 
Johnson, is animated and absolutely not 
for kids. Not because it’s graphic, although 
there is an animated sex scene that does not 
resemble “Team America: World Police” in 
the slightest. It’s because ‘Anomalisa” is a 
dizzyingly intelligent and mature existential 
comedy that deals in familiar subject matter 
(loneliness, lack of connection, a wandering 
eye) but turns those seemingly unavoidable 
on-screen discussion points into 
something enlightening and 
vital. 

Michael’s just in town for 
one night before he delivers a 
speech about customer service 
(his popular book is called 
“How May I Help You Help Them?”) that 
he rehearses in his room before he puts it 
down and rehearses a phone call to an old 
flame. For a moment, it seems he’s chasing 
answers from his past, “High Fidelity”-style, 
but it’s clear he’ll drift to any woman he can 


put on a pedestal, something different from 
what he has now Again, not new material 
necessarily— and a few lines are too direct 
about identity and dissolving bonds between 
people— but it’s brilliant to give everyone but 
Michael and Lisa (voiced by Jennifer Jason 
Leigh), a woman in town for the conference, 
the same voice and practically the same face. 

Meanwhile, Kaufman and Johnson show 
people as they actually are, through the lens 
of absurdist humor like Michael yelling at 


vacillating shower temperatures and being 
puzzled by a hotel phone with numerous 
buttons (burger, plate, chicken, etc.) that 
seem to represent room service. At various 
points, Michael and Lisa, who shows how 
heartbreaking “Girls Just Want To Have Fun’ : 
can be when sung a cappella, fear their time 
together will be short-lived; fittingly, the 
80 -something-minute ‘Anomalisa” is beauti- 
ful and brief, sending you into the world to 
see things differently.

‘Queen of Earth* 

It’s rare that a movie prompts the use of 
the word “snide.” But that’s what a lot of 
the dialogue in “Queen of Earth” is: snide. 
“You click your tongue and you revel in 
the affairs of others,” Catherine (Elisabeth 
Moss) jabs at Rich (Patrick Fugit) like a 
modernized Shakespearean trash-talker. 
She resents his presence in Virginia’s 
(Katherine Waterston) parents’ house 
because this was supposed to be a calming 
retreat, where Catherine could nurse the 
wounds of her breakup and hang out with 
her bestie, Virginia, to whom she clings so 
tightly that she doesn’t want anyone else 
to call her “Ginny,” as if they’re unworthy 


In this thriller of social unease, everyone 
speaks with ash while leaving an aftertaste 
of pure metal. 

Writer/direc tor Alex Ross Perry’s 
last movie, “Listen Up Philip,” also 
hinged on meanness, but Philip’s 
(Jason Schwartzman) cruelty was 
astonishingly direct. So much of 
“Queen of Earth,” which periodi- 
cally flashes back to the previous 
summer, when Virginia was 
alone and Catherine brought 
her boyfriend to the lake 
house, is passive-aggressive, 
even between so-called best 
friends. And a sense of possible 
destruction, more like emotional 


violence, hangs over everything — Cath- 
erine, whose famous artist father recently 
took his own life, claims that family is 
different from friends as far as the 
ability to end relationships; Virginia 
disagrees, insisting, “I love elimi- 
nating those enemies from every 
aspect of my life.” “Queen of 
Earth” is a devastating explora- 
tion of what unconditional 
love really means, espe- 
cially between friends 
who don’t like each 
other much when 
things are less than 
happy

S tep right up, ladies and gentlemen, and witness a spectacle you’ve 
never seen before. At least, maybe not in a nightclub. Smokey Hollow is 
bringing theater to River North’s nightlife outfit. Depending on who you 
talk to, there’s already plenty of theater to be found in clubs, but this one touts 
something more than go-go dancers on a platform. Think circus performers lying 
on a bed of nails or stapling lit-up Christmas lights to themselves. 


You know, “a reason to go out,” said club op- 
erations director Ben Foreman. 

“We never want to be like every other 
nightclub, where you walk in, do bottle service 
and stand around and stare at everyone,” he 
said. “We wanted a theater aspect with live 
entertainment every night— dance crews, 


burlesque, circus {performers}. ... We kind of 
just want to add an experience to going out.” 

Tucked away in the old Board Room space 
off the main club drag, Smokey Hollow— bor- 
rowing a nickname for industrialized River 
North, when it was a much grittier and un- 
savory place to hang out— is a laid-back joint 


with all the ingredients of a nightclub and 
more to look at. 

The scene 

Cabaret-style nightlife entertainment 
isn’t new to the neighborhood 
with options like loungey 
sophisticated Untitled and 
cocktail-driven The Drifter, 
but Smokey Hollow caters to 
the true clubbing crowd, dis- 
rupting the standard bottle 
service dance club expecta- 
tion. It’s a narrow space for a 
nightclub, which gives it a modern 
cabaret vibe with exposed brick, sleek 
stone tables surrounded by lounge seating and 


a red velvet curtain shielding the stage that 
runs nearly the entire length of the left side of 
the room. Rows of round dressing room-like 
bulbs span the ceiling and light the back of 
the stage when the curtain is open. 
However, a DJ booth in the center 
of the room and a column in the 
middle of the stage partially ob- 
struct performances, making 
it necessary to walk around to 
either side of the stage to see 
the entire show Maybe two 
performers on either side are 
better than one. 

The club doesn’t currently charge 
cover or require a dress code, which 
can create a stuffy environment. The way 




Foreman sees it, “ You only have one time to 
impress someone,” and the Smokey Hol- 
low crowd is a laid-back group filled with 
20 -somethings in both jeans and dress pants. 
Unlike other club atmospheres, there’s not 
a huge emphasis on controlling the gender 
ratio to accommodate male viewers. “Every 
bar will tell you that they’d love to be more 
female-oriented than male-oriented, but the 
gist of it is, we’re just happy to be accommo- 
dating. We want to address everybody coming 
in,” Foreman said. Besides, everyone is a 
viewer when all eyes are toward the stage. 

The performances 

With a supply of unusual performers, the 
show themes vary each night. Thursday is 
vaudeville and shock entertainment, with 
magicians, hula-hoopers and contortionists, 
as well as performers stepping on glass or 
“doing things to hurt themselves,” Foreman 
said. Friday features burlesque, and Saturday 
is more party-oriented, bringing in perform- 
ers such as ballerinas, a Pearl Jam cover band 
and a Michael Jackson impersonator. On the 
three nights I visited, the acts came out about 
every half-hour and performed for io minutes 
or so. While the burlesque, contortionist and 
hip-hop crew were all good, I wanted more 
variety in the evening, rather than the same 
act each time. 

Overall, the club seeks out an assortment 
of acts, from weird tricks to fancy footwork, 
but more performers means more excite- 
ment is built up throughout the night. Be- 
tween sets, DJs pump a mix of pop, hip-hop

and Top 40s, but don’t mistake it for another 
crazy nightclub. Foreman said he wanted to 
offer the neighborhood a different venue 
that gives guests something to look forward 
to. “Throughout the night, we want to give 
{guests} an added element of entertainment, 
and it’s not just dancing or shaking your tush, 
it’s meant to stop the music and allow them 
to be entertained,” Foreman said. 

Bottle service or bar service? 

Bottle service isn’t everyone’s bag, and it 
typically defines beer and cocktail folk 
from nightclubbers. But Smokey Hollow is 
welcoming of both, with bottles ranging from 
$300 to $1,200 as well as classic cocktails, 
such as whiskey sours and old fashioneds 
($16). When bottle service-centric clubs were 
a novel thing to the city, that was part of the 
concept experience. But Foreman, whose re- 
sume includes Studio Paris, American Junkie 
and other River North clubs, said that there’s 
been a shift with the younger generation, and 




it excludes those coming into the club scene 
who either haven’t grasped it or don’t have 
the spending power. But bottle service isn’t 
the main pull of Smokey Hollow “If {guests} 
want bottle service, great, we have that. If 
they want to sit down and just have a drink, 
have a drink,” Foreman said. “We want to 
accommodate people and get back to what 
true customer service really was, knowing our 
customers’ names, having them come in and 
enjoy a concept.” 

The bottom line 

Novelties were truly novel during the cabaret 
era, and while we can’t quite recreate that 
today we can appreciate the art form. Smokey 
Hollow does that where it’s unexpected, in 
club-driven River North. For those who want 
to get their dance on someplace outside of 
the hipster bar crowd, Smokey Hollow is 
pretty ideal. It shows off Chicago’s weird and 
wonderful nightlife performers in a scene 
where most nightclub entertainment relies on 
the DJ, adding a fresh layer of entertainment 
that can appeal to those who aren’t otherwise 
interested in clubbing. It’s got all the stuff of 
a nightclub— the flashing lights, the bottle 
service girls— but with more spectacle, glass- 
eaters and ballerinas included.

A ny beer made to sell is beer for a good cause in my book, but the folks 
behind Illuminated Brew Works and Kaiser Tiger have partnered up on 
a brew for an even better benefit: Syria. 


Palmyra is a well-balanced hibiscus and 
anise table beer named for an ancient Syrian 
city that’s home to countless archeological 
findings and historical sights. The beer will be 
released Tuesday at Kaiser Tiger (1415 W Ran- 
dolph St. 312-243-3100), and $1 from every $6 
pint will go to RefugeeOne, a local nonprofit 
that helps resettle refugees in Chicago. 

Patrick Berger, 
owner of Kaiser Ti- 
ger and Paddy Long’s 
(1028 W Diversey 
Parkway, 773 -2 9 o - 
6988), spent time in 
Syria on archeologi- 
cal digs during college 
in the ’90s. While he 
doesn’t have immedi- 
ate connections to 
Syria anymore, it’s 
still close to his heart, 
particularly since the 
Islamic State turmoil 
has destroyed much 
of the country, includ- 
ing parts of Palmyra. 

“It’s been very diffi- 
cult watching all this {bleep} go down,” Berger 
said. “People don’t get it. It’s people over there, 


people who are fleeing and suffering from the 
same thing everyone here hates, which is the 
Islamic fundamentalists. I don’t know what 
to do about it. The only thing I know how to 
do is serve beer and food and collaborate with 
great brewers ... and make people aware that 
these are human beings, just like us, and the 
color of their skin and ethnicity and religion 
does not make them 
our enemy” 

Palmyra is a clean- 
drinking beer with 
subtle hints of an- 
ise and citrus at the 
front. Berger and Il- 
luminated head brew- 
er and co-founder 
Brian Buckman de- 
cided on anise and 
hibiscus flavors based 
on memories from 
Berger’s time in Syria. 
Hibiscus grew in the 
courtyard of the dig 
house Berger stayed 
in, and anise nods to a 
common Syrian spirit 
called arak, which has also been affected by 
the turmoil, according to international news

The collaboration started at a bonfire host- 
ed by Illuminated, Buckman said. “{Berger 
and 1} were feeling pretty sensitive and trying 
to do something,” he said.
